Tho Harvard men were ruddy and 
strong 


as yonntr oxen. The 1'alo men, moreover, 
aro tho victory of n theory. 
Their slow 


stroke, pretty enough to look at, Isckn li(o 
and strength. 
Tha men hang badly at 


both ends of It, and n great deal of vnlna- 
bio timo i.i thus wasted. 


Tbo Hirv«rd men on Iho olhcr hand, 


wilh less pretenco of science, got a lonfl 
fitroks and a livo ono at tha .satno time, and 
waste BO time or strength in the air. 


Tho Yale men exhibited both pluck and 


eudoranco, but th«y wero hopelessly handi- 
capped bj their stylo.

Ury existence. * Many years before tbo pe- 
riod of' bur etory, the sauia month had 
taken from biin w,l(e and child, end since 
that ti mo MichaelFray had lived desolate, 
his only aolaco being the raro old organ, the- 
frlecd and companion of hi? lonely hour?.

And Michncl Pray, 
byoaeof yeais and Under study, had got 
by heart every pipo and stop in the rare old 
inetrriment, and had acquired an almojt 
magical 'power in bringing out its tendcresl 
tones and noblest harmonies. 


Hear him this Ghrhtuii? K\\-, us he sita 


before the 'ancient kej-bu*rj, oua fooLlo 
cacdla dimly gUmmering over the well-worn 
pag« before him ; Sickening weirdly over 
the ancient carving, and calling Into momen- 
tary life the, effigies', of mitrad abbot ami 
mailed crusader. A feeble old mau, whoso 
sands of life have all but run out; n fiiilly 
weak and tremulous old man, witb shaking 
hands and dim, uncertain eyes. 
But, when 


they axe placed upon those yello<** keys, the 
shaking hands shake no longer ; tho feeblo

Frmy's deft fingers, tho ancient organ be.

grand old masters lend their noblest strains, 
and could they rerUit earth, need ask no 
better Interpreter. From saddest vails of 
aorrow to sweetest, strains of consolation— 
from the dirge of the loved and lost, to the 
peace of the jubilant .victor—each shade of 
human pmjon, etch Under message of di- 
vine encouragement, lake a form and color 
in succession, under the magic of that old 
maa'i touch. .
